Washington, March 6.—The chief 


acts of Congress the past week were 
the passage of the army appropriation 
bill and its reference to the Senate 
committee on military 
affairs, 
and 


the passage in the Senate of the bill 
providing for the final disposition of 
the affairs of the five civilized tribes 
in the Indian Territory. The Philip- 
pine tariff bill received rough usage 
at the hands of the members of the 
Senate committee on the Philippines, 
that committee refusing to report the 
bill either adversely, 
favorably 
or 


without recommendation. It is under- 
stood that the chairman of the com- 
mittee, Senator Lodge, will endeavor 
to bring the bill before the Senate in 
some way, but just what his method 
will be is not known. The general 
opinion is that the bill is dead. The 
statehood bill is in order on the cal- 
endar as unfinished business and it is 
agreed by xmaninious consent that on 
Friday, March 9, immediately after 
the routine 
morning business, 
the 


Senate shall proceed to the discussion 
of the bill, and amendments, under 
the 
ten-minute rule, 
until 
four 


o'clock, 
when the 
Sena'ie 
will 


vote upon said bill and amendments 
pending and to toe offered, 
without 


debate, and that said voting shall con- 
tinue until said amendments and bill 
are disposed of.

ot Nature at the Present 


Time Will Eventually Be 


Exhausted. 


Tho danger of 
exhausting 
tho 


earth's resources and the duty owing 
to the generations yet 
to coioe are 


pointed out by Prof. Nathaniel South- 
gate Shaler in a recent book, "Man 
and the Eanfa." 


According ;o Prof. Shaler tn* use of 


iron four centuries ago was probably 
not ten pounds per capita each year; 
in the United Stales it is now o\vr 
500 pounds, and in a century, unless 
the progress ib checked, it will be a 
ion. and the use of other metals glows 
in a. similar scale*. The production of 
coat in the name period in Europe and 
America has increased from a pound 
to two tons per capita. At the present 
rate the coal supply will be exhausted 
before the twenty-third century. 


The case is still more serious as re- 


lates to food supplies. Tillage ex- 
poses the soil to the destructive action 
of rain and the crops take out soluble 
minerals more rapidly than they are 
restored. 
In Italy. Greece and Spain 


the measure of this damage is dis- 
tressingly apparent, but it is going on 
everywhere except in a few flat regions 
like England and Belgium. 
Even ia 


the prairie lands of the Misissippi val- 
ley this impoverishment is already ap- 
parent. 


On the other hand, the human race 


steadily 
grows, and 
Prof. 
Shaler 


agrees with Malthus so far as to say 
thai in a historic sense the world will 
soon be near the food limit. But he 
holds that there will be & decrease in 
the birth rate, as in France, rather 
than an abasement in the mode of life, 
so that clearly President Roosevelt is 
fighting against the current:. 


Taking the world over, there is still 


room for the doubling of the popula- 
tion. How much additional soil may 
be reclaimed from the sea or 
from 


morasses cannot yet be accurately de- 
termined. In Eiyope perhaps ten per 
cent. 
In the United States drainage 


may add 100,000 square miles, with a 
food-giving value four times that of 
Illinois, ami irrigation may yield still 
further gain. 
The world over drain- 


age and irrigation may yet 
provide 


soil to feed the entire present popula- 
tion. 


In water power North America is 


better off than any othe- 
continent. 


Next 
comes Africa, with the 
Nile, 


Zambesi, the Congo and 
the 
Niger. 


The eastern face of the Andes also has 
great possibilities, and the 
southern 


slope of the Himalayas. The rivers of 
the earth promise 
to supply more 


power than is now derived from 
all 


sources and will be rapidly developed 
as coal fails. 


Gold and silver are relatively unim- 


portant and there seems to be all the 
lead that the world is likely to need 
for a long time—if wars can be abol- 
isned 
Tin is likely to be substantial- 


ly exhausted by the end of the century, 
but zinc, r.-hich is more important, is 
also more abundant. Of the minor 
metals, mercury and platinum give the 
most concern. Aside from the metals 
sulphur is, perhaps, the most impor- 
tant mineral, and the supply from vol- 
canic and other sources seems ade- 
quate. A continued supply of nitrates 
may be hoped for by drawing upon the 
air. 


TO PRESERVE THE BISON. 


Proposed Plan of Placing Remain- 


ing Buffaloes on Extensive 


Ranges. 


At the meeting of persons interest- 


ed in the preservation of the Ameri- 
can bison, Ernest Harold Baynes, who 
was elected secretary of 
the society 


which was formed for 
tbe purpose, 


enumerated 
the number of uses to 


which bison could be put if their num- 
bers were increased. One of these 
was a suggestion that had a little of 
the flavor of hitching Pegasus to a 
plow. "They could be used as oxen 
are used," he declared 
He had with 


him in support of his assertion a pho- 
tograph which showed himself riding 
behind a pair of 
harnessed 
buffalo 


calves. 


Mr Baynes' homes is in Meriden. N. 


H.. where he has had an opportunity 
to become acquainted with the mem- 
bers of the herd of ISO bison on the 
37,000-acrc Corbin estate. 
This herd 


is said to he the best in the country, 
and, barring the one owned by West- 
ern Indians, who 
possess about 250, 


the largest single group of (he ani- 
mals. The tamed buffalo team is only 
one of the manifestations of a knack 
w h u h Mr Baynes has for getting in- 
side the. hide of animals and persuad- 
ing them lo recogni/e iu him a friend 
and master. He could write a book on 
"Wild Animals I Have 
Known 
Inti- 


mately," for foxes and other animals 
and birds have accepted him on inti- 
mate terms. 


The plan for preserving the buffaloes 


is to divide them into herds and place 
these on widely separated 
ranges, so 


that tbe appearance of a contagious 
disease would not extinguish the race. 
These ranges should be as large as 
possible in order to restore to the ani- 
mal his native habitat.

South Africa is foreseen as achiev- 


ing its destiny by becoming

The Kaffirs provide lilne-teulhs of the 
horses sold. When a dealer arrives 
in a native territory he sends round 
word that be has come to purchase 
horses and the natives Toll up with 
all sorts and deacrlptlons-of the equine 
tribe, which for the most part are of 
no earthly use. The man picks out 
an animal and the owner names an 
exorbitant price, which he never hopes 
to receive, the dealer offering a sum 
Which no sane man could accept. But 
eventually a price is agreed on and 
the owner receives a written order for 
the amount, which he redeems in the 
evening by coming to 
the dealer's 


hotel and receiving 
cash. By 
easy 


stages a descent is made on the next 
purchasing site and by degrees a de- 
cent sized troupe 
is 
got together. 


When these arrive at their final des- 
tination their original owners 
would 


not recognize them. 
They have been 


clipped on the way down, had a few 
condition powders, and had a general 
cleaning. 


ODD OCEAN WATERFALLS. 


Salt Cataracts Formed by Kising 


Tides in British Co- 


lumbia. 


There are a good many salt cataracts 


in existence. 
They may be found in 


Norway, southern Chili 
and 
British 


Columbia, where 
narrow 
fjords, 
or 


arms of the sea. are obstructed by bar- 
riers of rock. 


The rising tide flows over and filters 


through such reefs into the great natu- 
ral reservoirs beyond; but the water is 
held back at the ebb until it breaks 
aver the obstruction in an irresistible 
torrent. 


Most curious of all is the waterfall 


at Canoe passage, where the island of 
Vancouver approaches the British Co- 
lumbia mainland. Here the floocl tide 
from the gulf of Georgia to the sout 
ivard is dammed back at a narrow cleft 
between two islands until it pours over 
in a boiling cascade 18 feet high, with 
perhaps 
double 
the 
volume of the 


Rhine. 


At tbe turn of the tide, however, the 


sv-aters from the north rush back into 
;he gulf, producing a cascade of equal 
neight and volume. This salt waterfall 
ictually flows both ways.

Habits in Different 


Seasons. 


Much information concerning th»» na- 


ture and habits of the iriooa* is fur- 
nished by J A Turnbull w'ao lately 
returned to St. Paul, Minn., from a 
trip of two and a baif months in the 
wilds of northern Minnesota on 
t*i«- 


Canadian boundarj. 


"Few people have any 
< onception o 


the astuteness of these animals," said 
Mr. Turnbull. "They pobses.-. a keen- 
ness of scent and hearing that ss a! 
most beyond belief and an intelligence 
that is seldom credited to them by any- 
one except those who have devote-] 
considerable time to studying them and 
their ways. 


"In the section of the country \\h-re 


we were the larger part of our s-tay 
moose were exceedingly plentiful, an<i 
we had the finest opportunity to ob- 
serve their actions. We followed them 
from one place to another, endeavor- 
ing not to frighten, them, and all the 
while noticing them very closely. 


"In the mating season, which com- 


mences around September 20 and enda 
auout the middle of October, the bulls 
are exceeding!}' vicious, while the cowa 
are timid and seek the deepest forests 
being easily frightened. It is my opin- 
ion that the males kill many of their 
mates at this time. 


"The cows soon betake themselves 


to some island in order that they may 
not be disturbed by wolves or other 
wild animals. The moose calves are 
about as homely and unsightly as any- 
thing I have ever seen. 
Their heads 


are nearly as long as their bodies and 
when they are three or four weeks old 
'they weigh about 100 pounds. 


"The calf and its mother remain to- 


gether for about nine, months, 
the 


mother, of course, providing food and 
shelter for the younger animal. But 
after that length of time has elapsed 
she will try to get away. In order to 
do this they will often travel miles 
up stream so as to leave no scent, ana 
ag a rule they succeed in accomplish- 
ing their purpose. 


"The bulls have a peculiar grunting 


sound whereby they call to the cows. 
A man can imitate the call after long 
practice, but not so perfectly as to de- 
ceive them. The only way in which 
this ruse can be successfully carried 
out is to -make your call at the sarno 
time that the moose make their noise. 
In this manner I have called them un- 
der branches of the tree in which T 
have been sitting from distances as 
great as a mile or more. 


"The males also have an odd habit 


of striking their antlers against trees, 
making a sound that rings clear as a 
bell, after which they bellow long and 
loud. 
On a quiet night they can be 


heard miles away. 
I believe this is 


their mode of expressing defiance and 
challenging a rival to contest. 


"It is astomshing to see them go 


through the woods while bearing their 
immense, branching antlers. They cal- 
culate the distance between two trees 
to a nicety and hardly ever strike a 
branch. But perhaps the strangest part 
of this performance is that this does 
not seem to retard their speed in the 
slightest. 


"In the summer they seek the water, 


where they will not be pestered by 
flies, and stay there during most of the 
warm weather. As they are not built 
to reach the grass with their jaws, be- 
ing very high in the forequarters, they 
feed on lily pads, roots, watercress and 
moose maple during the summer. The 
watercress grows chiefly in deep water 
and to reach it I have seen moose dive 
in water from 10 to 15 feet in depth, 
leaving only their heels visible. They 
stay under from a minute to a minute 
and a half and usually do their diving 


night. When they have filled their 


large jaws they proceed to sort oiU 
such parts as they want and eat them 
leisurely. 


"When autumn approaches they take 


to the rocks and hi?h places, where 
they live on yellow birch and white 
willow tops. 
I have seen them stand 


ou their hind legs, reach the top of a 
birch tree 15 feet above the ground, 
snap it off and then pull off the young 
shoots. 
In the winter they sustain 


themselves on lichens, ground hemlock 
and white cedar. 


"When the snow becomes deep and 


tho temperature is far below zero they 
herd together in ?ome dense swamp 
and trample down the snow. .Often 
as many as liO gather at one time in 
this way."

CHEAPENING OF LABOR BY IMMI- 


GRATION 


The state is truly made by the Im- 


migration Restriction 
League 
that 


the new immigration coming to our 
shores, principally from Southern Eu- 
rope, cheapens the labor markets of 
the United States. Also that the forc- 
ing of manufacturers to follow the 
cheapest labor martet, causes other 
communities to suffer than the two 
or ithree big cities where the stupen- 
dous mass of undesirable immigration 


BOW huddles. The figures also are 
presented to show that 
thirty-six 


states and territories get only eight 
per cent, of the present immigration 
The need of excluding the kind of al- 
iens who stick to .the sweatshops and 
slums of very large cities so that de- 
sirable immigration will come again 
fs shown. 


It might also have pointed out the 


jindesirahilky of that class of immi- 
grants who constantly carry with 
them concealed weapons, which they 
use on the slightest provocation. 


The League has just published a 


summary and comparison of 
immi- 


gration figures for the last two jears. 
These figures show a still further in- 
crease in the growth and •determina- 
tion in the quality of our present im- 
migration, containing as it does for 
1905 a still greater proportion of al- 
iens from western Asia and 
south- 


eastern Europe. 


This tendency can be checked only 


by legislation excluding the more ob- 
jectionable elements, thus 
making 


room for the kind 
of immigrants 


which iwe want but which we no lon- 
ger get owing to the coming and 
competition of these undesirable ele- 
ments. 


Over .three-fourths of this year's im- 


migration went to six states, and on- 
-ty eight per cent, of the one million 
and more aliens went to the *hirty- 
«lx states and territories of the South 
and West. Besides this tendency to 
congregate in the slums and sweat- 
chops of two or three large 
cities, 


this immigration from Western Asia 
and Southeastern Europe contains a 
very large proportion of aliens abso- 
lutely ignorant and illiterate, of poor 
physique and enfeebled minds, who 
settle down to compete in the already 
overcrowded occupaticrs of -lie few 
big cities. 


They do not spread out and mix 


with the native population and give a 
healthy and well balanced growth to 
*h« country, but congregate, as shown 
by collected figures, in a few cen- 
tres where the market is already glut- 
ted with cheap labor 


Such a condition of affairs is not 


only a political and social menace to 
the whole country, but it is an eco- 
nomic and financial menace to 
the 


great part of the country lying out- 
aide of these few places, since it sub- 
jects every employer and 
industry 


outside of these centers to disadvan- 
taceoua and undesirable competition. 
This competition is not only ruinous- 
to outside employers but Is also ru- 
IDOUS <o the better class of labor that 
theee employers would nther use if 
tkelr competfors would let them.

The League most earnestly warns 


the voters of the country that th 
remedy for these acknowledged im 
migration «vils does not lie in thedi 
rection ikoiajted out by the interest- 
ed foreign steamship companies and 
by the few misguided philanthropists 
whom they have been able to enlist 
and whose views they exploit. 


An overwhelming weight of author- 


ity among students of our educational 
and charitable problems bold 
that 


such a plan will merely assist in the 
propogation of poverty by the plant- 
ing of new slums; and they point out 
that ;he artificially stimulated model 
colonies which have been established 
do nor solve the problem of conges- 
ion and never can. The removal of 


few of these aliens who will not go 


naturally into the rural districts and 
will not stay when sent, will 
only 


make temporary room in the congest- 
:d coast cities for a little more busi- 
ness for the steamship companies. It 
will not materially change the rela- 
ive disadvantages from which the 
manufacturers and farmers of three- 
ourths of the states are suffering, 
i 


What is needed is an improvement 


n the quality of immigration. If we 
refuse to take the kind of immlgra- 
ion that we do nor need and .which 
will not distribute Itself, we shall get 
the kind which we used to get, that 
will distribute itself, and will give 
us a well balanced and 'healhy growth.

year, the estimate originally made for 
coal was 300 tons. 135 tons 
were 


bought, and 70 tons were used up to 
the 1st inst., leaving 65 tons now in 
the bins. This year the coal has been 
bought by the long ton, but a very 
considerable saving in fuel is shown, 
as the new building is five or 
six 


time* larger than the old, containing, 
of course, jrt»t so much 'more heat- 
ing area.

Minor Items 


There are several minor items on 


which a saving hasr been made. In the 
old school from Sept. 1, 1904 to Feb. 
1, 1905, three boxes , of toilet paper 
were used, and these cost 918. For a 
corresponding period this year 
but 


one box has been used, a saving of 
912. 


For disinfecting the new school in 


accordance with the law, an expense 
of 975 had been reckoned on. I have 
been able to do the work for 925, thus 
saving 950. 


Taken altogether, the savings at 


the new school are not unlikely to 
sum up to fully the pay of one jani- 
tor'. 
." Your janitor respectfully submits 
the following suggestions 
as being 


worthy of immediate consideration: 


Suggestion 1—That, if possible, Pev- 


erly Springs water, be installed in the 
new school by the. laying of a main 
from the corner of State street. T-he 
commissioners are of i>he opinion that 
the cost would be very little. In my 
opinion, this would save the boilers 
ten years' wear and the tubes five 
j cars', 'besides saving from thirty to 
fifty tons of coal a year, because the 
Peverly Springs water is a soft wa 
ter, would hold the steam and would 
not scale t<lie boilers. 


Suggestion 2—That a steam blower 


be installed to blow out the tubes 
tlnis saving eight to ton tons of coal 
a year, while the cost of installing 
would be only fifteen or twenty dol 
lars. 


Suggestion 3—That a fire drill be 


held, as in the cities of Keenc, Ber- 


lin, 
Concord and 
Manchester, 
and 


other cities of this stata and Massa- 
chusetts. As the fire in the Berlin, 
this' state, 
school 
recently, 
the 


previous holding of fire drills 
had 


made it possible for the teachers to 
get 500 pupils out of 
the 
burning 


building -without endangering 
even 


one life. This should be held between 
the lai and the lath of each month, 
between the hours of nine and twelve, 
generally at about receiw time. Tho 
alarm should be rung in by the fire- 
man or the Janitor. 


Suggestion 4—That the two barrels 


of oil used each year be purchased in 
one lot. Instead of by the quart or 
gallon, thus saving I ho city a good 
doal of expense. 


Suggestion 5—That all scholars be 


made to leave the school room al re- 
cess time, going out of doors or Into 
the basement. This rule would save 
from 9100 to |3W a year 
now re-

They can remain in vinegar longer, if 
necessary, but must be put in a cool (not 
freezing) place and turned often. 


When ready to cook, take some good 


beef drippings, put in a pan over the fire 
with several onions cut fine, and when 
light brown, add flour and brown, stir- 
ring all the time. Next pour in enough 
boiling water to make a nice gravy, add 
salt., pepper and a little cloves and sev- 
eral bay leaves, a good piece of butter, 
and some vinegar. Then put in tbe parts 
of the duck or goose which have been 
lying in vinegar (throw the vinegar 
bath away), cover pot closely and stew 
slowly until tender. 
When done you 


can add some red wine to the gravy or 
not. just as you prefer. 
The gravy 


should be a little sour and spicy, but not 
too much so. 


Wild rabbit can he prepared in

same manner. Some people drop in a 
lump of sugar when stewing the latter.

FINE FRUIT FONDANTS. 


How to Make Good Fondant That 


Serve as Base for Many Dif- 


ferent Candies. 


Put one pound of sugar in a pan. add 


one giil of water and one dessertspoon- 
ful of glucose. Boil till a little on a 
spoon will come off in a soft ball when 
dippe.l into water. Pour on a marb'e 
slab.- which has been wet with hot wa- 
ter. Let it get a little cool, then arid 
one ounce of butter, and work back- 
wards and forwards with a vooden 
spoon till it looks milky. 


Now gather it up in a lump and work 


and knead with the fingers till it is a 
smooth and creamy mass. 
This can 


now he separated into portions 
and 


colored and 
flavored. 
It. can be used 


as sweets or 
as 
coating 
for 
fru:t 


fondants. 


To aake these have your pieces of 


fruit— pineapples, for instance or cher- 
ries. Earh bit of fruit must just be 
big rnough when coated to fill one of 
those dainty little paper rases. Lav 
a pie.^e of wax paper or. a board or 
tray. Now put your lump of fond- 
ant in a small bowl. 


•Set the bowl in a pan of boiling wa- 


•ter till the fondant melts. 
Dip each 


piece of fruit into the 
fondant, coat 


it well and lift with a fork, which is 
sold lor the purpose, on the wax pa- 
per. 
These will dry in two hours.
